dons the same quantity of oorn. Eo,na 
pacts of wheat and corn should, how 
ever, prove better for fattening animals 
than either of these grains alone. For 
growing; animals com is plainly not so 
suitable as is wheat or oats. 


When wheat and corn are the same 
price per bushel, says the bulletin, it is 
preferable to feed wheat aud sell com. 
First; because whoat weighs 7 per 


oont heavier per bushel than corn; seo- 
eondly, because wheat is weight for 
weight an equally good grain for fatten- 
ing animals and better for growing ani- 
mals: and thirdly, because there is much 
less value in fertilizing elements re- 
in.oved from the farm, in corn than in 
wheat. 


Wheat should at first be fed in small 


quantities and, when possible, be mixed 
WEth some other grain, aud care token 
tc- prevent any oue animal from getting 
more than the quantity intended for it. 
Precautions are especially necessary 
when wheat is fed to horses. 


The best form in which to feed wheat 


is to roll or grind into a coarse meal. 
BVom Canadian experiments it appears 
that wheat exceeds corn in feeding 
VE-lue while in South Dakota corn was 
found to exceed whoat.

Bistort Jmlirmorit Required In Throwing 


tho Hugo California GlantB. 


One of the most'remarkable tim- 


ber belts in the world stands irrHum- 
boldt and Hentloduo counties of this 
state, says a California exchange. It 
embraces 4,125 square miles, con- 
taining 132,000,000,000 feet of timber. 
With the aid of the microscope scien- 
tists have found tho age of some of 
these trees to be nearly 3,000 years. 
Some of the fallen trees have re- 
mained where they fell from 800 to 
1,000 
years, so it, is estimated, with 


scarcely any deterioration of the 
wood.

Wedges are made to follow the saw 
until the wood dividing the saw from 
he ax kerf is narrowed to a width 
There the wedges can be made to 
orco the tree, with all its great 
vcijcht, to lean in the direction it is 
o fall. The tree is toppled over, and 
o exact is the chopper's work and 
Calculation that almost invariably 
he falling trunk drives the stake 
imed at when the operations were 
jeguu. Any error in the fall of the 
xee is likely to causa the tree to 
jreak and cost the lumberman more 
ban a chopper's wages for a month 
—$125.

Artificial Glaciers. 


An excellent object lesson has heeu 


given by Hcrr Koch, the German phys- 
icist, who wishes to illustrate the for- 
mation of glaciers to his students. He 
took a square tray, having a sloping 
gutter, down which yellow pitch, re- 
eembliiig colophony, which, like ice, is 
plastic under pressure aud brittle under 
tension, was allowed to flow, the gutter 
being first lined with very hot pitch so 
as to give the main flow a better hold 
on the sides. Transverse fissures, like 
the crevices in a glacier, appear in the 
middle of the stream, and smaller cues 
join them from tho edges. Where the 
bed widens longitudinal crevices are 
produced.—London Times.

DEFEAT OF THE SUFFRAGE ADVO 


CATES IN NEW YORK. 


Women IM Wage IGarnfirs—WomftaV* 


Nowadays—Skilled Girl ifcwelers—A 
lie BlYM of Today—For Hor Dainty Foot 


Iiadtou In Knickerbockers. 


So fnr aa tho present constitutional 


oozivention is 'Concerned, •woman suf- 
frage has been defeated by the adoption 
of the adverse report of the suffrage 
committee on Wednesday, but tho ad 
voouteB of the innovation havQ goo'd rea 
aon for encouragement as to the fntnre, 
for of the votes cast more than one- 
third, or 58 out of 156, -were in their 
favor. In tho last constitutional con- 
vention, in 18 07, they had only K 
voteB "with them, and the proposition 
was treated boch by the delegates gen- 
erally and the f;reat mass of tho public 
KB a mere exhibition of eccentricity on 
the port of a few impracticable iudi- 
vidimis. 


Really it -was not until this yoar, 


and a short time ouly before the assem- 
bling of the constitutional convention, 
that any considerable part oi the wom- 
en of the stata bogam to take enough in- 
terest in tho question to form any opin- 
ion abont it. Feminine sentiment re- 
specting woma'U sulErago was undisoov- 
erable, for practically there was none 
outside of the Huiall number of uuropre 
sentative feminine agitators. 
Eveu 


women who had broken throxigh the re- 
straints which oldtinie conventions pul 
upon tho enlargement of the sphere oi 
their activities gave littlo thought to 
the subject. They wero too much ocon- 
piei with' their struggle for social free- 
dom to havo t-imo to spend in contend- 
ing for political privileges. The mass, 
including the most intelligent, passed 
the subject by with utter indifference. 


Suddenly,^ a few mouths ago, a great 


change occurred. The question of wom- 
an suffrage began to interest women of 
the very social circles in which before 
it had always been ignored. A strong 
and decided feminine sentiment as to 
the subject began to bo manifested, and 
serious discussions of it took place in 
quarters where once its very mention 
would havo provoked derision. The ad- 
vocacy of woujim suffrage became even 
fashionable, but it provoked correspond 
ing opposition, and the division of sen- 
timent was sharp. Petitions in favor of 
the measure wore counteracted by peti 
tions agniust it, and when tho constitn 
tional convention met the delegates 
were between two iires. No single prop- 
osition before them has excited so much 
public interest as this of woman suf- 
frage, and their decision hoe been anx- 
iously awaited by many thousands of 
women in all parts of tbu state who 
hitherto have taken only a reflected in- 
terest in political quostiona 


Tho agitation for woman suffrage, 


therefore, has made great progress very 
rapidly. It has not succeeded in its first 
real battle, but it has demonstrated 
that it is a force powerful enough to 
make its future victory probable, if not 
inevitable. It has made tho question a 
sorious question of practical politics by 
finally arousing feminine interest iu it 
to a wide extent, so that more than one- 
third of tho voto in the constitutional 
convention on Wednesday was favor- 
able to the innovation. That is as well 
as tho advocates of it could have hoped 
to do reasonably, considering the exist- 
ing division of feminine sentiment as 
to tho proposition. Tho result of this 
iniciul contest indicates that whenever 
tho women of the state generally ask 
for tho ballot they will got it. . When- 
ever they agree in wanting to vote, men 
will give them the privilege of voting.

ed with all kinds of brick and block 
Including the Hallwood block, laid in 
Cincinnati for 81.08, and bid in here 
at $2 per square yard. The Enquire, 
says: 


The widespread 
and 
surprising 


failure of brick street pavements ic 
Cincinnati promises to have a costlj 
sequel in the courts. 


There has been much discussion ^ 


the miserable condition of Linn stree-i 
and Baymiller street, but among tax 
payers and city officials it was be 
lieved. that the street contractor:, 
alone should feel financially depressed 
since they were required to keep the 
streets In repair for five years. 


Now; however, it is learned that 


Molitor street, which was paved less 
than two years ago; and the Eighth 
street viaduct, which was opened to 
traffic only a few months ago, are 
rapidly falling into the same ctindi 
tion as Linn and Baymiller streets. 


What is worse is that there is a 


fair prospect that, nine-tenths of 
the 


cost of putting these streets into con 
ditson will fall upon, the city. 


It has always been argued at the 


letting of a brick pavement contraci 
that "tests don't amount to much.' 
The argument is that the contractors 
furnishing bond and agreeing to keep 
tlie street in repair for five year's, 
could not afford to use faulty ma- 
terials. 
Such conditions as " these 


were included in the lettlngs for al. 
the streets which have gone to 
pieces. The flooring of the viaducl 
is the plainest example of absolute 
failure of .materials. 


Present interest, however, attaches 


to Liun and Baymiller streets, as the 
Board of Administration has ordered 
the contractors

paved Linn street with tlie Clayton 
block;-which has'gone to pieces ut- 
terly. Fulz & Sons paved Baymiller 
street, using the Hallwood ' block, 
which has made no better showing 
than the Clayton. 


Both of these contractors gave 


bond for the faithful performance oi 
their contracts and agreed to keep 
the streets in repair for five yearn. 
They have not answered the notice 
of the B. of A. requiring them to 
make repairs, and here comes the in- 
teresting development. 
Upon the 


completion of a paving contract and 
the acceptance of the street by the 
city the contractor Is paid for his 
work, with the exception of 10 per 
cent, of the amount, due him, wlilch 
is retained to pay for whatever re- 
pairs may become necessary. 


Usually this amount is untouched, 


and at the end of the repair term is 
turned over to the contractor intact. 
Ten per cent, of the cost is consid- 
ered ample to pay for tlie repairs dur- 
ing the iirst five years. 


It is now maintained by the con- 


tractors for Linn and 
Baymiller 


streets that the city can confiscate 
this .10 per cent., but can hold them 
liable for nor.hlng more. They claim 
that their bondsmen were released 
from responsibility as soon as the 
strecs were accepted as satisfactory, 
in other words, if they can maintain 
this claim in the courts, the city 
linds itself with two streets which 
must bo entirely repaved, and just 
'ne-tenth of necessary cash is avail- 
able. 
President Herrmann, of the 


B. of Ai', Has .declared that he does 
not believe brick street paving is 
practical or profitable.

A BROKEN WHEEL. 


Mr. Boysell Gives His Version of 


That Sunday Collision. 


He Lays tbb Blame upon the Wheel- 


man, 
Who, He Saya, Took too 2£uch 


of the Boad. 


Editor Tinum-Demncnit: 


I notice in Tuesday evening's issue 


of your valuable paper, an article — 


Demolished the Wheel"—ic which 


Charlie JNye was the rider of the 
wheel, and myself and family the oc- 
cupants of the .-urrey to which the 
horses were hitched, one of which de- 
molished the wheel. I beg to make 
some corrections in the statement 
and set this matter before the public 
in its true light, as it is of great im- 
portance to many of us to know if we 
are allowed on the public highway on 
Sunday at all. 


Judging from the number of wheels 


and the impertinence, recklessness 
and rate of speed some display in 
passing MS, we are not: allowed that 
privilege; they should have the earth, 
on that dat, at least. 
We narrowly 


escaped with our lives. This reckless 
wheelman heeded not when he saw 
the team frighten at his rapid ap- 
proach, but,held his track, which was 
the west wagon track of the pike 
running past D. Hover's and just, 
north a few steps from road leading 
off to Shawneechurch. He was going 
south and we in the opposite direc- 
tion. My son, upon my warning, had 
turued out until we straddled the 
right and east wagon track. 
As the 


rider approached nearer the team, 
the more frightened they became, 
and when within about ten feet the 
near horse became unmanagable and 
pitched off to the right, then re- 
bounded. 
As the wheelman Hew 


by, the horse kicked the wheel with 
one foot 
or struck 
it 
with 
his 


front foot, I am unable to say, but 
am inclined to think It the former as 
the wheel was knocked from under 
him and the rider fell in front of his 
wheel on the wagon track he was rid- 
ing in, opposite the hind wheel of the 
surrey. At this time our horses were 
so badly frightened that they were 
making desperate efforts to get away 
from my son, whereupon I lost sight 
of the wheelman and assisted In mas- 
tering the situation, but not until 
levnral desperate efforts were made 
:>y the team to get away—leaving 
ihe pilce and almost plunging into 


fence, breaking one end of the 


main leaf on the spring. 
Having 


mastered the affair, I called to him 
f he was hurt. On learning, to our 
;reat satisfaction,, he was not, but 
<bat his wheel was badly sprung, 
and for this we deep! v regret, as we 
afterwards learned who he was, bo- 
ng acquainted with his parents, and 
am quite sure if ho had been in line 
with what they taught him, he 
would not have met with an acci- 
dent. And while I sympathise with 
lim in his loss as much as one, I 
don't feel that I should be held ac- 
countable for his mistake, as he had 
ully four feet where his wheel was 
iO the edge of the grass and quite 
evel to the fence, forming no bad 
>Uice to pass, even it we had not giv- 
Bn him half the road, or any at all. 
My horses, the one in particular, 
vhich my wife used for her driving 
lorse, is spoiled, perhaps, for all time 
-o come as a family driving horse, 
ind a broken spring on the surrey is 
ray loss, and if there was any squeal- 
ng to be done I have the" greatest 
cause for so doing of the two. I felt 
felt at the time that I ought to rep- 
rimand the young man, 'but seeing
